Litigation in America. 


A special message, dated Jau, 21, from 
Now York to the Chicago “ Inter Ocoan : 
saya:—Thurlow Weed Barnes is tho plaintiff 
in # auit on trial bofore Justice Davia and a 
jury inthe Supteme Court, in which he seeks 
to recover $900,000 from tho Amorican- 
China Development Company, T. Sanford 
Boaty, as treagurer of the Chinese railway 
syndicate,’ and other ~membgrs of the 
syndicate, representing a sum he declares 
is due him for obtaining valuable conces- 
sions from the Chineso government. . 

Two former actions were brought by 


w Barnes, one in October, 1898, in which ho 


clainied $1,000,000 damiages from the santo 
defendants, and thd-othor against the syn- 
dicate ‘for an accounting. These were get- 
tled by the payment of $15,000 to Barnes, 
whereupon ho signed s general roteaso. 
The preaont suit was instituted in 1900 by 
Barnes, he asserting that the $10,000 paid 
to him merely represonted compensation 
for sorvices rendered in obtaining the 
railroad concessions.
